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PSYC 1001 is a pre-requisite for students who plan to pick Psychology as a 
major. The course introduces to students to get various explanations of 
human's behaviors and mental process, which covers topics, e.g., 
sensation & perception, intelligence, emotion of human, etc. Workload of 
this course varies among different lecturers /tutors. Last semester, the 
assessment included in-class tests, tutorial quizzes, journal analysis, 
reflective writings, online MCQ, and designing a MCQ (with appropriate 
explanations for each option). However, for the last semester l, it 
includes only one short essay and one final exam. Both "Psychology: 
themes & variations. (7 th edition)"&"Psychological Science. (2 nd edition)" 
have been chosen as the textbooks of this course. Psychology provides a 
lot for students to memorize and apply. Though, with your passion in 
knowing more about human, the course could be interesting indeed. If 
you are really interested in this field, do prepare yourself 2-3 weeks 
before the semester starts!

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POLi 1003 Making Sense of Politics 
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POLI 1003 is the pre-requisite for students majoring in Politics and Public Administration. This 
U course is based on basic political concepts, including legitimacy, the difference between state and 
^ nation, and that of unicameral and bicameral. It is not hard to obtain a nice grade as long as you 
c attend lectures attentively and study reading materials. The workload of this course is not too heavy. 

According to last year's experience, you are required to do a presentation, a few memos, a piece of 

1 final essay of 3000 words and exam. It would be a nice choice to take this course if you have special 
N interest in politics. — 
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Social administration, by its name, examines social policies and administration. Discussed topics 
include, the basic theories of social policies, social Welfare systems, education systems, the 
communalization arid privatization of housing systems. According to past experience, the course 
lecturer and tutor is acted by the past Legislative Council legislator Dr.Yeung Sum. Each tutorial class 
involves around ten students, and presentation groups of around 2-3 students are formed. Each group 
is required to do a presentation on a specific topic and the rest of the group would discuss on it. An 
essay of 3000 words is submitted hearfheend of the course and there is also an exam. 
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You may think that Geography is merely a study of the earth. Yet in this course, you will learn that 

Geography is indeed much more than that. You will learn about the processes and spatial pattern of c 

human population, settlement and cultures in a globalizing world. Another focus of this course would P, 

be the interaction between the above issues and the natural environment. Globalization is one of the r 

most influential issues nowadays. This course would help you to know more about the globalizing S 

trend in the world. Unlike most other social sciences courses, you are not required to attend any E 
tutorial sessions. The only assignment for this course is a 1500-word term essay. At the end of the 

semester, you are required to take a written exam. I 
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N 
This is a compulsory course for B J students. The course introduces the basic principles and types of 
Journalism and Media Studies. There is no exam in this course, and it is based on the principles of 
Problem Based-Learning (PBL). Students are required to make use of PBL method to do case studies, 
which include relevant memos or proposals which are presented in class. For example, in the previous 
year, the Policy Address has been used as one of the topics, where students were required to use PBL 
methods to choose one of the contents as the mainstream to write a proposal of a news programme. The 
course also had some sudden quizzes to test students' sense of current affairs and the knowledge taught 
in class.

Examples 
are room G01 (suitable for meetings), room 102/103 (suitable for piano 
playing and drama), room 105 (suitable for dancing) and room 302 (multi- 
purpose). Booking these rooms are all free of charge! 
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It is situated along the East Hill of the campus. Many students may be unfamiliar with this site 
but students taking Journalism courses will always come here as the office of JMSC is located on 
the ground floor. B J students may come here to hand in your forms like application for 
internship and exchange. The DM Lab is on the G/F and is opened around the clock. Students 
taking JMSC courses may have to attend lab lessons here. Besides, you may come to do your 
assignments using the computers here. 
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You may usually pass K.K.Leung Concourse, which connects Chong Yuet Ming Amenities Centre 
and East Gate. BSS Students always go to K.K.Leung Building. For those who plan to take 
Sociology or Social Work and Social Administration should note that their offices are 
respectively on 12/F and 13/F of K.K.Leung Building. You may need to have tutorial or hand in 
assignments there. Also, our Society room is at LG111. You may print notes or essay there, buy 
cheaper refreshment, chat with us and have lunch with friends if the canteen is full. 
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Many lectures and tutorials take place here. Those who are planning to take Psychology courses 
should note especially that the office of the Department of Psychology is on the sixth floor. You may 
attend tutorials, hand in assignments and participate in experiments in this floor. H

The period of the campaign 
may vary while long ones may be as long as forty to fifty 
hours. CAM also refers to the act of giving suggestions 
during the campaign. 

*Suits refer to the proper dressing, students from the 
same cabinet usually have the same set of suit, it is like a 
uniform. 
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MOCK CAM refers to mock campaign. It is usually closed 
door, where the past Executive Committee members rais 
questions for the proposed cabinet, preparing them for t 
real campaign. It is a time for the proposed cabinet 
members to face difficulties together, and build up 
friendship and trust. 
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INAUG is the short form for inauguration ceremony. It is 
the first official activity organised by the Executive 
Committee. At this time, other societies are also invited, 
is a time to establish relationship among them. Accordin 
to past practice, many societies choose to hold their 
inauguration in Rayson Huang Theatre.

EGM refers to Emergency General Meeting. It may not be 
held or be held more than once each session, it requires i 
certain quorum to hold it. 
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AGM is the abbreviation for Annual General Meeting. Each 
club/ society/association only hold once a year when the 
previous session is about to end. It is a time to evaluate past 
year's work and pass their work to the next session. It is also 
a time to gather members to reach the quorum. 
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GP refers to General Polling. The proposed cabinet will try 
to get votes (over the quorum) from their members. You 
may see many clubs/societies/ associations appearing near 
polling stations in the first semester. 
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ORDER refers to the standing order. In campaigns, EGMs, 
AGMs, councils in our school, usually, the standing order 
is adopted.
